Father F. W. Sohon, seismologist 
at Georgetown university, explains 
that many 
scientists 
believe 
the 
Rocky and Andes mountains were 
folded upward by resistance of the 
Pacific ocean mass to the westward 
drift" of the continents. 
These mountain ranges and the 
mountain chain th at connects them 
across Central America still are in 
process of being uplifted, according 
to this theory. 
Earthquakes usu­ 
ally accompany this uplifting proc­ 
ess. 
Wegener Theory 
The so-called "Wegener theory" 
holds that all the continents once 
were part of one great continent, 
perhaps near the south pole. 
The 
force of the earth’s rotation, ac­ 
cording to this theory, 
split 
this 
single continent into several small­ 
er ones, 
which 
gradually 
moved 
away to their present positions and 
are still moving. 
As North. 
South and Central 
America drifted westward, they met 
resistance from the great mass of 
the Pacific ocean. The crust of the 
continents 
was 
folded 
up 
Into 
mountains against this resistance 
it is believed. 
The rock mass of the continents 
offsets the rock mass under the ad­ 


jacent ocean, so the two are in bal­ 
ance. 
The pressure upon the heavy 
basalt rocks believed 
to underlie 
oceans and continents is the same, 
because the weight of 
the rock 
masses above is the same 
Disturbs Balance 
Wind 
and 
weathering 
wears 
down the mountain tops, however, 
and this disturbs the balance. Pres­ 
sure of the basalt 
rocks 
beneath 
the ocean is greater than the pres­ 
sure beneath the land. Some of the 
rock under the ocean is forced to 
"flow" over beneath the land, where 
pressure is less. 
This forces the 
lighter 
rocks 
of 
the 
mountain 
ranges upward and restores the 
balance, says Father Sohon 
Sometimes there is friction in the 
upward 
movement of the moun­ 
tains, strains accumulate, then sud­ 
denly are released 
The resulting 
shock is an earthquake. 
The earth s crust in some places 
Is divided into great 
blocks. 
The 
lines of division between the blocks 
are known as "faults " One or more 
of these blocks may be pushed up 


separately by the forces below. 
Water pipes, 
railroad 
tracks or 
paved roads that cross such a fault 
line 
may 
be 
broken 
when 
one 
block 
is lifted higher than 
the 
other. In general earthquakes are 
I more 
likely to occur near fault 
1 lines.

"Right nowr we can go no further. 
We have built a ship so stream lined 
that at a speed of slightly more than 
200 miles an hour the plane actu­ 
ally catches up with the m otor and 
coasts through the air. 
Faster Speed 
"The m otor is turning at trem en­ 
dous speed, but it cannot get away 
from the ship and pull it faster. 
W hen the propeller 
is 
developed
